Changing Currents Shown by th* A c­ 
tion of Bird* In Flight. 
The average person regards air much 
as he regards water—as much lighter, 
of course, but like it otherwise. Calm 
air is precisely to him as calm water 
in a pool, 
lf there is a wind he pic­ 
tures the air as a flowing river. 
And 
just so long as all men looked at it so. 
just so long the birds kept their mo­ 
nopoly, for the only state in which 
water approaches the condition of air 
is when water forms a maelstrom. 
Even then water Id its wildest turbu­ 
lence falls far short of the unstable, in 
cessant agitation of the atmosphere. 
Air is never still. 
It is filled with 
warm waves ascending, cold waves 
descending, and through it race cross 
shoots and diagonal shoots, with cork­ 
screw whirlwinds wandering hither 
and yon as they list. 
The warm air 
off a cornfield creates one kind of a 
disturbance; off plowed land it cre­ 
ates another. A layer of cold air may 
hold down a layer of warmer air. 
Consider 
what 
happens when the 
warm air breaks through its envelope 
aa a millpond bursts its dam. A flow­ 
ing stream churned to and fro and 
round and round and up and down 
would give a feeble idea of the air’s 
inconstancy. 
Now. a bird, circling with fixed 
wings, floats on a rising column of 
air. It maintains its altitude as to the 
earth, but it is constantly coasting 
down through the air’s ascending vol­ 
ume. 
Once the bird loses the air col­ 
umn It has to flap its wings, and it 
flaps till it finds another column, when 
it goes on wheeling again with fixed 
wings. 
Moreover, when it flies the 
wind comes toward it in waves, rising 
and falling like the billows of the sea. 
It meets them, and then it does pre 
cisely what a boat does—goes over 
them or goes through them. 
The 
Wrights learned all this. and when 
they’d learned they were about as 
near to flying as you and I would be 
to writing Chinese philosophy when 
we’d just learned the English alphabet.

THE CENTURY PLANT. 


, It Blooms, Says a Florist, Every Twen­ 
ty-five to Forty Years. 
“The regular century plant,” said an 
1 expert in floriculture, "is not a cactus. 
It belongs to a family by itself. It bas 
a large, broad leaf, sometimes two or 
three feet long and several inches 
thick where they branch from the cen­ 
ter. There are two varieties, one the 
variegated and the other green. The 
only difference is that the variegated 
has a white stripe along the outer edge 
of the leaf. Both bloom every twetity- 
five to forty years. A stock perhaps 
eight or ten inches in diameter shoots 
up from the center to a height of fif­ 
teen or twenty feet, and around this 
stock cluster small blossoms. They are 
neither pretty uor fragrant. They were 
formerly supposed to bloom once in a 
hundred years. 
“The nearest thing to a century 
plant is a night blooming cereus, it is 
a cactus and blooms once in about 
every twenty-live years or so. 
The 
flower is large, very beautiful and has 
a delightful odor. One plant may nave 
several blossoms, but each flower lasts 
only one night. 
“There is no such plant as a ’century 
cactus.’ The cactuses that many have 
mistaken for ’century cactuses’ will 
bloom in four or five years if kept un­ 
der glass or about seven years if not 
in a hothouse. 
Because they are so 
long in blooming, I suppose, they have 
been called ’century cactuses,’ and the 
name has been handed down until it is 
considered the proper term for them. 
They bloom yearly after the first blos­ 
soms appear. They are just an ordi­ 
nary cactus, but they have a pretty, 
fragrant flower.”—Seattle Times. 


They Don’t Like Rain.

Twenty-four hours or more be­ 
fore rain falls the Galapagos tortoise 
makes for shelter. 
On a bright, clear 
morning, when not a cloud can be 
seen, all the shellbacks on a tortoise 
farm may sometimes be seen headed 
for the nearest overhanging rocks.

ific when it was u n d er construction 
hrough Minnesota. 
He was the di- 
ect personal representative in the 
'est of Gov. Davis, of Vt., who was 
resident of the com pany which built 
he road and had entire charge of 
he work of construction, receiving 
he first material a t D uluth and look- 
ng after every detail of the construc- 
ion of the road. 
Mr. Morford stat- 
d in Brainerd th a t th e road was con­ 
d u c te d through Crow Wing county, 
s far as Brainerd 39 years ago this 
in te r. 
He continued 
with 
the 
ompany in charge of construction 
intil 1880, losing his healths bucking 
now drifts between M andan and the 
Yellowstone th a t w inter, and after 
esigning from th e service of the 
ompany he re tu rn ed to Deerwood, 
here he established his home and 
here he has resided for the past 30 
rears. 
Mr. Morford w as in the employ of 
he company before coming west, and 
ade the charter for the carrying 
f steel around the horn for the com­ 
mencement of the road at the west 
nd, as was at first projected.

District 
Superior, Wis., Nov. 22— The Soo 
railroad has been surveying a line 
through the western section of Hie 
city leading to property on St. Louis 
bay where it is proposed to build 
docks for ore from the Cuyuna range 
in Minnesota. 
The proposed lines 
goes through a residence portion of 
the city and cuts the city off from 
Billings park, a beauty spot on the 
St. Louis.

Judge's Charge is Far Reaching 
According to report* brbught back 
from Fergus Falls regarding the trial 
of Fred Anderson, the former Calla­ 
way saloonkeeper, indicted for intro­ 
ducing liquor into the “Indian coun­ 
try” which was 
made 
prohibitive 
territory by the treaty of 1853, the 
charge of Federal Judge Charles E. 
Amidon to the jury which found An­ 
derson guilty, was one of the most 
far-reaching ever delivered In 
the 
state. 
Apparently 
Judge 
Amidon 
did not take into consideration the 
fact that Anderson had actually sold 
liquor within the confines of t'.e pies 
ent White Earth reservation, 
but 
rather that he had received shipments 
at Detroit and this constituted a vio­ 
lation of the treaty which forbade 
any and all persons from “introduc­ 
ing spirituous liquors 
within 
the 
boundary lines of the cede;' territory 
covered by the treaty.” 
The jury, 
acting under Judge Amidon’s instruc­ 
tions, had no alternative but to find 
Anderson guilty as we are told that 
lie practically plead guilty to 
re­ 
ceiving shipments at Detroit. 
The 
case will be taken to 
the 
United 
Slates supreme coml mi a direct ap­ 
peal, this being provided foi where 
treaty rights are involved, and if 
Judge Amidon’? contention as to tile 
interpretation of Hie treaty provis­ 
ions is upheld, every salooonkeeper 
in Detroit and other places in the 
state north of St. Paul and M inneap­ 
olis will be equally guilty as this is 
all ceded terrotory and covered by 
the treaty under which Anderson 
was tried. 
The importance of this 
cannot be over-estimated and a battle 
royal will be put on in defense of I he 
liquor interests who realize th at If 
the supreme court rules against them 
in this case it will give the temper­ 
ance forces a weapon that will u l­ 
timately result in wiping out the 
traffic in this state. 
The case will 
be hurried to the supreme court and a 
decision is expected within th* next 
twelve months. 
Of the eight men 
who were summoned to Fergus Falls 
on the same charge as Anderson, he 
was the only one tried, 
it 
being 
agreed between the attorneys that a 
test case should be made and the o th ­ 
ers continued with the defendants 
held under suitable bonds. 
The fact 
that the case is to be taken up to the 
highest court in the land and a def­ 
inite ruling secured will be welcomed 
by residents of this city and county 
for under the present status of a f­ 
fairs concerning the rights of the 
Indian and white men, there is a 
I cloud of uncertainty that more or 
I less retards the development of the 
I country and the removal of this will 


j be beneficial to all concerned.
